LONDON 1?87 


An idea which came to us on a cold,wet afternoon in January'87 out 
of long conversations about our disillusionment and disappointment in 
the punk movement,abouc whether or not we felt v.»e had achieved any¬ 
thing in our respective bands.What we could have achieved?Then,more 
importantly,what we could achievelDid we have left anything to offer? 
Punk seemed dead and buried,but the respectable front of it could 
still be seen peacocking up and down the Kings Road,or postcards enter¬ 
taining the tourists.We talked about the excitement,the energy,the 
enthusiasm and the dignity punk was,that appealed so many people and 
inspired them to form bands,magazines,fringe theatres,shops,venues, 
squats,etc.and how it all seemed to be disappearing,wasted.We talked 
about the so-called punk bands of present,who see punk as nothing more 
than a musical style imported from America."The words have no import¬ 
ance but you should see how fast we play" and discussed those who are 
all too willing to earn their bucks out of punk along the way.What 
were these people doing?Punk set out to destroy ageing superstar rock 
and all the pathetic leeches that went with it.Where now was the 
originality?The Do-It-Yourself spirit?And where had all the. people 
gone who we'd worked so closely with at one time?Then,more to the point 
if we could see wh^t a burnt-out wanked-on,miserable rut punk was 
becoming,what were we doing about it except for whining on just like 
anyone else?Suddenly it came to us,do a gig!Together!Why a gig?We both 
already had eight years of gigs?Soon we realised there was no point 
in just playing the usual credible gig at Joe's squat,it had to be 
different,a mouthy,well over the top gig that would prick up the 
ears if nothing else and do it in the biggest venue we could find 
this side of Wembley.Do it for no other reason than to try and inject 
a feeling of excitement and hope in the air,bring everyone together 
in a mass,and then see what happens.We agreed first off that we couldn't 
consider the whole idea to death,that we,as confused and lost as every¬ 
body else,would just throw ourselves in the deep end and hope for the 
best.Would enough people come to see us?Is anyone still interested in 
songs now years ola?Who gives a shit as we phoned our final choice, 
the Academy in Brixton,which hosts a capacity of 5'300.

OF THE 5000 


Colin posed as a Rough Trade representative throughout in order to 

book the hall,complete with briefcase,greased-back hair etc.(they 
hadn't heard of Conflict but everyone knows Rough Trade).After many 
more phone calls,meetings,and lies from both parties,a deal was 
drawn up on stolen Rough Trade headed paper.A date was set,Saturday 
18th April 1987.A good omen,The Gathering of the 500.0 on the anni¬ 
versary of the Resurrection.The costs that were involved in organ¬ 
ising the event were frightening and at this stage were set at 
£6163,this being made up of £1500 hall hire,£1300 security/staff, 

P.A. and lights £1 300,posters £1 300 and a further £763 spent on 
radio advertising,ticket printing,elecrtcians,firemen,nurses and 
so on.All the costs of which the Academy were adament had to occur 
if the concert was to proceed.The Academy then informed us that 
the entrance price was to be £3.50 and this was the first time the 
whole event ground to a halt.We eventually and reluctantly sub¬ 
mitted to a door price of £2.50,higher than our usual admission 
price but under the circumstances the compromise seemed reasonable. 
During the following months we set to work on publicizing the 
event,scrapping together the money needed from various sources, 

Paco a daytime job,Colin some security work,loans etc.and worked 
hard letting anyone and everyone know exactly what we were up to. 

We painted and distributed leaflets,arranged press-adverts^ail- 
out to over 3000 people,interviews,arranged rehearsals,equipment, 
supports and so on,and with the new costs the break even figure 
now stood at around £6600(2640 people).

The 18th getting closer,we blew the dust from the banners,checked 
over the lyrics and got the videos in order.We arranged for ten TV 
screens to be on stage(more costs)to show videos throughout the set, 
and set to work producing a new video,introduction tape,it was when 
we mentioned this to the Academy that they first warned us that the 
police were unhappy about the evening taking place,assured us that 
plain clothes officers would sneak into the hall and informed us 
that they would be stepping up their security to a total of 75 men 
and 10 women.Then they told us to be careful of the content shown 
in the films.Our immediate reaction was fuck this,the gig's off, 
secondly it was,no fuck them,let's rub their noses in it.By now a 
scene of paranoia and confusion had*-entered into the atmosphere, the 
Academy still not knowing Colin was in Conflict,the police pressure, 
us arriving at a meeting to find police happily chatting with _

TURNING REBELLION INTO MONEY 


We rehearsed late into the morning for a week with a new brass 
section and female vocalist,and slowly built up a set which we 
felt was relevant and poignant.A massive boost to us all occured 
when Steve Ignorant announced he had plenty more to give and 
joined the Conflict organisation on a permanent basis.The whole 
idea now seemed to have changed,we hadn't played for six months 
and Steve not for 3 years,and with the mounting pressures it seemed 
more like we were going into battle rather than a concert,Conflict 
cn trial?Conflict's last stand?From the very start we had decided 
it would be good to document the event from beginning to end,and 
arranged for a mobile recording studio and a five person video 
team to be present on the night,one of which was to be with us at 
all times prior to the event in the able hands of a mate called 
Pinko,who recorded rehearsals,and just about anything that happened, 
including us monitoring police activity around the Academy three 
days before the gig.By now we had decided the event would have more 
purpose as a benefit and got in touch with a wide range of causes 
with the ever present help of Malcolm from Housmans Bookshop.Iu was 
planned for all causes receiving benefit from the concert to pro¬ 
vide a stall,each showing what they were about and offering direct 
contact with the general public.We hired in 25 tables for their 
displays and informed the Academy that we would draw up a list of 
names/organisations and they would have to be let in early and 
free of charge on the day,also we eventually persuaded the Aca¬ 
demy there should be no rent charges' for the stalls,after all the 
concert was a benefit for themlOver the next few days we set to 
work arranging coaches from all over the country which proved 
quite a task.Although coaches successfully arrived from Manchester, 
Newcastle,Leeds,Exeter,Ireland and various parts of London.We were 
called to our final meeting with the Academy prior to the concert 
on Thursday , 6th April. _____—- 

with respect. Conflict people to provide "stoge security, cny profits to 
be split 50-50 between the Acodemy ond the sfolls. Conflict to orrive 
of 9 o.m., P.A. ct 9 o.m., lights cf 10 o.m., mobile recording stucio of 
11 o.m., video crew cf 11.00 o.m., T.V. monitors of 11.30 o.m., 
ccferers of 12 noon, tobies for sfolls ot I p.m., stclls ot 2 p.m., 
soundchecks ot 3 p.m., doors open of 7 p.m. 


It was of this 

meeting that Colin was informed he hod to meet police chiefs in 
Brixton to discuss the plans ond aims cf the gathering, but prior to 
this several importont points were raised! No meat was to be on sole 
ot the event, the security were to be colon ond treat the audience 
with respect, no security was to be on the stoge, (this would be 
[ provided by Conflict) stoll workers would be allowed free entrance 
| from 3plm. onwords. The Conflict organisation would orrive of 11 o.m. 

ond help set up P.A., lights etc. If the concert broke even oil further 
j monies would be split 50-50 between the Acodemy and the sfolls, and 
lastly, under no circumstances could the police enter the holt without 
the bond’s/Acodemy’s permission. Then af the police meeting they 
informed us they would be mounting a full scole security operation 
oround the Acodemy, ond would, in foet, be sealing off certain 
streets. When osked if expecting trouble they replied no, it’s just o 
precaution. They begon to question further and we thought we hod 
convinced them thot Conflict were just a rock bond with a few 
violent trouble mokers in their following, until on officer announced 
thot Conflict hove a huge loyal horde of supporters with the 
reputation of being the most political and violent oudicnce in the land, 
ond their moin forget was, in fact, the police. Whof con you soy to 
thot? 

When the meeting concluded they still did not know I was in fact o 
member of Conflict, but I hod o feeling I hadn't seen the lost of 
Brixton Police Station. Travelling home if occured to me that 
perhops they were not banning the concert in order to get one long 
look of Conflict ond our ilk in one move, perhops they were planning 
to test their new riot control tocfics on us? After oil, they’ve stopped 
concerts before, why not this one? 

Looking bock over what authority has done to Conflict ond the peace 
movement over the years a feeling of ore we doing the right thing 

emerged. Hod we mode a big mistake by raising our heads ond 

bringing the whole movement out into the open, in one day. A staged 

battle? By now, however, if was too late. One day to go and we went 

over everything, if was now we received inforrrotion thot the Thtee 
Wise Men, a political rap bond, hod chosen not to oppeor on the bill. 
We felt deeply disoppointed for this wos to be the first time we were 
to oppeor live without the appearonce of other 'punk' groups, and the 
importance of reaching new people wos now more relevant than ever. 
A huge gap to fill, but help soon came in the form of Benjomin 
Zephonioh who colmly ond quietly said yes. It's not often you get the 
chance to work with unpretentious, undemanding, 100% people, but 
Benjamin is one of them. Forword, the final ogreement. no meat on 
sole, banners o.k., lighting platforms, stoge risers, t-shirts to be sold 
ot £4.00, cheaper than usual drinks, ignore usual house rules and let 
comeros and tope recorders in, guest list drown up ond confirmed, 
areas cleared for coaches to arrive, parking permits obtained, door 
price £2.50, no police allowed in the building, security to treat people 
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The Acodemy monogement finally ogreed on oil points, but stipulated 
thot o sofety barrier would now hove to erected ot the front. w e 
objected, they said no barrier, no concert, we hod now covered every 
oncle to the extent that os the 18th grew neorer we .re. slept, ond 
shot the Acodemy. The 18fh orrived, one of the sunniest coys of the 
veer up to then. We orrived ct the Acodemy ot crouno 1 0 clock 
otter picking up vans, people and equipment, to find people =l fe0 °T 
outside purchasing tickets. Cn entering the building w. found he P-A. 
hod orrived olong with the mobile recorcmg sfuoio ond lignfing ng, 
ond with the help of the brilliant Conflict team w« in the process oj 
being ser up on the vast stoge. Looking to the front of stage we sew 
the sofety barrier being erected and felt disappointment of the 
distance created between stoge ond ouaience. 

Most of the time wos spent orronging the stoge ond when if came to 
erecting the bockdrcps we encountered whot was 'o be the *»»» <” 
many problems. “You con't put them up . Why not. Secouse r * 

not fireproof, that's why!" "Why didn't someoocy tell us they hed to 
be before now then?" we snapped, eventually someone got hold of 
some flomegord, treated the backdrops ond they went up. Trying to 
keep cclm with time not on our side we pushed on, checking over the 
recording and video equipment and meeting various peooie wno were 
working for us througnout the doy. it wos now we found Out our 
soundman hod rung to soy he couldn't make it, what o day to let us 
down. The company who wete supplying the T.V. monitors arrived soon 
after only to soy they would not set them up os we haan't taxen out 
insurance on them (not that anyone mentioned we needed it when we 
hired them) so, as usual in these circumstances o comprom.se was 
reached, four T.V. screens, not the spectacular towers of ten we 
wonted, but time was running out on us, and fast. 

The bockline then arrived only to be sent straight bock, wrong amps, 
bits missing, not working etc. Although in all fairness the compony 
responsible were quick to provide replacements. Things now running 
late, the stoll holdeis began to orrive but were having difficulty 
getting access to the building. We bogon sorting.this out, only to be 
informed we now hod to soundcheck. We ran through a few numbers 
and eventually got a sound that was reasonable, but in no way 
safisfactory, then back to the stalls, it seems the Acodemy had not 
printed enough posses, so were insisting that the remainder of stall 
holders pay to enter, ond with their 85 security now present in the 
building, who wos going to orgue? A quick glance outside in the street 
enhanced mixed feelings of joy ond fear as we witnessed hundreds of 
people mossing in the areas surrounding the Academy. We also 
witnessed a heavy police presence, but all seemed quiet. 
































Or» returning to the building to grob a minute'* peoee and some food 
we found, to our horror, police in uniform insiae the Holt taking a 
good look of our itoge layout, and in particular the banner*. We *oon 
found out thof the Acodemy management hod let them in ond were 
showing them around. It wo* now quite obviou* whof side they were 

In between mouthfullt of food (the fir stall doy) we ron bock ond 
forth to the *foge door, "con you get me on the gue»f li»r", to the 
front door, "they're moking our stall holder* poy" to the jupporr band* 
"when do we soundcheck", to the P.A. bloke, the lighting bloke, the 
monogement, to the cooche*, to the stoils ogoin, ond taking Into 
conjiderotion the »ixe of thi* p J 0C e I personally wot beginning to 
think that tome people must think I'm a fucking whippet or something. 
Another orgument developed when the Acodemy informed us fhor in 
fact the stall* would hove to be charged rent, a fee of £1 5 per stoil, 
"But I thought we ogreed fhot..." "Look bollox to that mate, we've hod 
enough of these dirty bostards already", the monogement snopped. I 
reluctantly walked around the stoils and informed them of the change 
of plans, assured them Jt was no fault of Conflict's ond mosr seemed 
quite reasonable abour it, hut then cgoin most people ore to your 
foce, os we witnessed when reports reoched backstoge of how 
'Conflict were ripping the stalls off'. 

Foces looking drown we met briefly to relax, only to be fold the 
crowds outside were fighting and police would sure soon be arriving in 
numbers. Fuck It, open the doors, get them in off the streets ond out 
of rh« reoch of the cops* Now let'* hove thot five minvte* to rela* 
ond discuss the set, not a chance, door security weren't foking ony 
notice .of the guest list policy, ond pandamonium threatened as people 
were fold, go to the side door, no go to the front door, the side door. 
Most people paid anyway. Just to get in and hive done with it, but it 
left o gutting feeling os we looked from the balcony windows to see 
friends and people who were supposed to be working being jostled 
around outside, with the knowledge we were powerless to do fuck all 
obout It. Listening to the chonting echoing up from downstoirs we 
realised people were becoming imporienr, so on went the first band, 
Thatcher On Acid, it was then 1 got my first look ot the crowd. It w'os 
huge, with hundreds still outside queuing to get in, from every part of 
the country they come, and also from Ireiond, Sweden ond most of 
Europe. The ungovernable force hod orrived. 

The people helping os our stage security monoged to get in to the holl 
Just in time for the stort of Benjamin Zephanioh's set, ond offer a 
brief confrontation with the Acodemy security, took up their positions 
at the front of the sfoge, Benjamin blcsfed through a set of sheer 
brillionce, ond by his finale Hod the crowd in a fine militaristic mood. 


This wos it, this wos the moment we hod worked ond weited three 
months for, our chance, the 18 minute video intro commenced ond the 
crowd let out o deafening roor. We rushed backstoge for a final cnot 
ond checked over the set, and ot the final moment with the holl 
ringing with chonting we eventually crocked, the pressure of the day 
ond mixed feelings, frustrations, feor, hate, joy, love, hope and the 
overwhelming response of the crowd finally proving too much, the 
tears flowed for a few moments before we rushed to the front of the 
sfoge in on attempt to help our friends contain the vast enthusiastic 
crowd, the intro tope foded...ond 

The event ended, as we then sow it, in failure, fighting oreaking out 
on sfoge, bringing on obrupf ond violent ending to the closing stages 
of the encore. For this reason we decided not to include these tracks 
on this album, along with others that we simply fucked up. 

We remoined onsfoge for while tolking, listening ond arguing with 
people, becouse throughout the set we noticed people present ct the 
front, hell bent on trouble\\>ho could simply offer nothing more fhon 
destruction, damaging P.A.' equipment, lighting equipment, ripping 
down banners, then invading the stage and mobbing group members, 
the latter of course acceptable when o gesture of support (although 
not entirely relevant) but most of this was fucking malicious, and 
what happens when you retaliate? Popstors! Fucking popstars! 

This along with Acodemy security beating shit out of people, bringing 
dogs on to the stoge, assoulting Paco and getting fooled up to "Do 
over the rest of the group" finolly got too much, tempers flared ond 
we announced the event wos over, ond Conflict were finished. 

We left the stoge feeling gutted, shattered and totolly destroyed. 
Whof was to hove been the chance to bring oil together hod ended in 
a shorn, with people blaming each other, some blomed the venue, some 
the security, most blomed Conflict. With the mosses now heaaing for 
the doors we retreated to a bocksloge room where everyone sat in 
silence trying to toke in ond recover from whof had happened 
throughout the doy, then we heord smashing gloss and chonting 
outside. We ron down the stoirs out of the side doors and come foce 
to foce with Brixton's riot control mob in full battle dress. There hove 
been mony different versions of whof happened otter ond during the 
'riot* thot followed. All we personally sow before being beaten bock 
into the venue wos the sickening sight of Thotcher's police force of 
work, chasing, beating ond arresting everybody in sight. However, 


various activities occured os police van* were left unattended outside 
the doors with their conten»t ©ff in pursuit of 'criminals' although 
these ore best left to the imagination. 

Reports from locals said thot the police orrived in force fifteen 
minutes before the scheduled end of the concert ond lined the streets 
odjacent to the Academy, others said the police started it oil by 
violently arresting anyone shouting or singing os they left the holl. 
Unity ond companionship being the most important assets of our 
movement. People went to aid the arrested ond from then on o full 
scole running baffle between oppressors ond oppressed commenced. 
The Acodemy wo* totally sealed oif with us still stuck inside os police 
attempted to prevent ony people retreoting bock in to the building. 
Those who managed to get through told different versions, some said 
the police battered everyone, others soid the police got o bloody good 
hiding. W e were eventuolly ollowed to leave the Acodemy at 
approximately l.45o.m. ond with police following (making sure we 
went straight out of Brixton) we heoded for home. 

After onother sleepless night I woke with hopes fhot the whole day 
might hove been a nightmare, ond in fact this might be Saturday, but 
of course if wosn't, this hit home os reports filled the oirwoves and 
T.V. screens obout "The Bottle of Brixton".- 


Most of the day wos spent on trying to enlighten ourselves as to 
exactly what happened both during and after the event, inside ond 
outside the Acodemy, ond finding out who hoa been arrested, on what 
charges, if any were jfill detained, ond where! 


The flnol outcome, as we know It, of whot happened In the streets 
following 'The Gathering Of The 5000', is as follows: Fiftytwo people 
arrested, with thirty-two later charged under the new Public Order 
Act, with offences ronging from obstruction to A.B.H. on police 
officers, the remainder were roughed up, questioned and releoscd! 


Nine policemen and one W.P.C. were Injured, two seriously, also four 
police vons ond two cars were damoged. 

There was on estimated total of thirty thousand pounds worth of 
damoge to the surrounding area, much of which wos pinpointed targets 
for ottack In certoin leaflets distributed prior to the event. A method 
that works? The official police statement thot followed claimed they 
had drafted in five hundred police to the scene following disturbances 
after the concert, in on attempt td"41ear the area ond move people 
out of Brixton, ond that riot police and dod handlers were deployed os 
five hundred white punk rockers started attacking police with missiles, 
inevitable confrontation followed, and arrests occured. 

What the statements failed to soy, ond is still unanswered is, if !.e 
police operation wos moinly to deor the orea and move the crowds 
out of Brixton, then why did they force Brixton tube stotion to close, 
ofter emptying a whole tube full of passengers back on to the streets? 
Why were officers frequently boarding buses ond pulling people off? 
And why did they completely teal off all exit roads from Brixton 
within a five mile radius of the Acodemy??? 

Nothing to do with tasting new riot techniques I suppose! 

Not to fulfill their ever repeated brag of how they con quell o Brixton 
riot in one hour either! 

Perhaps it was to show the local blocks thot they beat up white 
people as well! 

The above reasons ore probabilities but con not be proven, but In 
reality the onswer Is obvious, the police hate us os we in turn hate 
them and their main objective was to hunt and frighten off as mony 
people as possible. 

Reports repeatedly flowed in of people simply ottocked by police, not 
orrestad, just beaten up and then left, others receiving serious head 
wounds, ond even a man having his heod smoshed through a window by 
two officers. The police used boot polish to black out their 
Identification numbers ond went in for the ruck, comments by police 
officers included "You've hod thi* coming you punk cunts", "Who wonts 
some" ond "Conflict ore next". 

People detoined were forced to give fingerprints and have their 
photographs taken, spoV, on ond generally obused. A senior officer 
odmitfed verbally fhot soma of his younger constables had simply lost 
their heads in the mayhem, but I wonder if that story will also excuse 
the people owoiting triol for injuring police officers. 

The truth of whot happened on Saturday 18th April 1987 In Brixton, 
London, was in fact a police riot, mode ever possible ond more 
unquestionable by the recently imposed new Police Bill. 

New bill, old bill, they're all a pile of fucking shit, they're the state's 
puppets, it pulls the strings ond they Jump, no one truly polices the 
police in the United Kingdom, they ore o law unto themselves, 
powerful, uncontrolloble ond unstoppable. 

It Is essentiol we are not made weak with onger. We must push 
forward ond create, I'm sick to fucking death of staged bottles ofter 
our concerts, we con't beat them out in the open, only once have we 
ever held bock ond chased off the police but nowodoys they ore fully 
prepored for us, sure we must retaliate when storied upon, but to 
think we con take over ofter leaving o concert Is suicide. 

It's fucking soul destroying to see the police hommering fuck out of 
people within our movement, people you respect ond love, it's so 
wosted. We con ond will beof them by using pressure, resistance ond 
oction, carefully ond properly for it's for better to ochieve a little 
slowly thon getting five years in joil for rioting. 

We con not stole enough the Importance of direct oction, Including 
ofter concerts, but be coreful, there is olwoys property ond people in 
surrounding oreos ond on journeys home thof require constant 
ot tent ion, but if you wish to hit back of the police do it only when 
the numbers ore on your side, quietly, quickly and corefully. 
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Further to this they informed us that there was not enougn money to 
cover costs and in fact they would be requiring a substantial amount 
off us (some chance). Finally they refused to honour agreed bills for 
Siring the T.V. monitors ond tobies. We wolked out. 

Anyone who attended the concert will be owere of the Acodemy’* lies 
and deceipt ond hopefully will be less trusting than we were In any 
future dealings with them. Financially the event proved a disaster 
with Conflict still paying debts off to various companies ond people 
and with the Acodemy'* management being so unhelpful by refusing to 
disclose ony officiol figures there’s no woy of knowing how many 
people octuolly offended. A small consolation evolved when we learnt 
thot the stoils hod got cwoy without poying rent ond hod. In fact, 
mode quite a lot of money selling, product related to the causes. 

The days potted and it become more ond more obvious to us that 
without toking finance into consideration the gathering hod been a 
huge success. We hod brought everyone together, and to say that we 
injected excitement into the oir wos on understatement. People were 
optimistic, ond the press was full of 'stories ond comments' (most 
utter rubbish) obout Conflict ond the movement in general. 'Phone 
calls and mony letters of support were received doily and people 
generally were talking obout the events before and after, all over the 
place, some good reports, some bod, but if didn't matter! Something 
was .happening. The more we looked ot whot was going on around us . 
the better it seemed, and anyway, how else was the biggest 
alternative concert in punk history *o hove ended? If we hod 

finished, said goodnight, ond all hod gone home quietly what would I 
have been achieved? Wos onything ochieved? 


The lost poragroph wot written ofter we received copie* a leoflet 
tilled "Turning Conflict Into Reolily", it seems these leaflets’ were 
distributed ot the Acodemy ond also ot other London concerts by 
Conflict. The leaflet criticised both Conflict ond the punk m vement 
in general cloiming It is stupid to enjoy yourself by doncing to groups, 
it olso stored that punk wos obout os revolutionary os Crossroods (on 
English soop opera series). The leoflet then went on to urge peo le to 
go out onto the streets ond toke over after the concert, or these 
people stupid? Can't they see thot fists ond boots ore no m ch for 
truncheons ond plostic bullets? 

The general contents of the leaflet, except for the oformentioned, 
were vogueiy voiid, but the foct remains thot they were distributed by 
political activists who won't show themselves or toke responsibility for 
their literature. They simply use you to toke the risks and us to take 
the blame gnd Dick uo the pieces. 

Over the next week we learnt, from reiioble sources, how the 
Academy hod virtually gone bock on our entire agreement, people 
were freofed rough by security, girls were horassed, they confiscated 
tope recorders and ripped the film out of comeros. They also 
threatened stall holders, t-shirts were sold of U instead of £4, they 
Ignored the guest list and stall posses, ond disgustingly they were not 
providing vegetorion food, insteod they sold beefburgers. 


By now, however, it didn't motter, we felt olive ond ready to go again 
ond decided to consider our future. We met and discussed many things 
including the emotions ot the concert, ond i.ommented on how nice it 
was to sec people smiling ogain. We soon shrugged off our final doubts 
Jjnd .depression ond set to work producing this album in on attempt to 
eepay the debts, generate urgently needed finonce amongst the couses 
present on, the sleeve, ond start again. That's why this clbum Is six 
pounds. We oil desperotely need finance. 

We set to work on laying out the cover, ond decided, like the concert, 
it should be different and well over the top. We decided the only woy 
we could capture the atmosphere ond feelings was-to print pictures of 
all who took part. Including the crowd, and as we layed out the 
pictures of ourselves we could already hear the screoms of rock stars 
ond sell out. But then again we've always been different ond br.-<■ the 
"rules". We were the first cnorchist bond to use colour co-<r>», the 
first to put the entronce to our concerts up to a more reolii'lc price, 
ond the first to claim pocifism wos on ideal ond not on an>w«t, oil of 
which in turn we were criticized for, but most soon realised being 
realistic is a mortar of importance and followed suit. 


The mass publicity now occuring also had on odverse t'fecr os we 
, found ourselves summoned to appeor before police chiefs in Brixton, 

. from then on we were threatened with incitemenr charges and 
I Informed that on offshoot of the Home Office was considering doing! 
I all In their power to prevent the group known os Con-'lief performing I 
I live ony where within the boundaries of the United kingdom until 
) further not ice. 


We eagerly orranged o meeting with the Acodemy at which we hoped 
to find out Whot went wrong ond get accounted to for the concert. At 
this meeting they denied oil the above, then dealt the most 
devastating blow w« hod to deal with since the very idea of the 
gathering started, they were refusing to pay us any expenses, and 
furthermore refused to shore any monies with the causes the concert 
wo* in oia of. They claimed there hod been over a thousand pounds 
worth of damage inflicted on their building in the form of graffiti 
broken winoow* ond smashed toilets ond sinks. When osked if we could 
see the damage they replied it's already been repaired, how 
convenient. r 


The moss publ’We were In fact banned from the U.K. ond olthough no 
white paper was served upon us, we soon found our scheduled tour of I 
the country cancelled os police visited club owners ond "persuoded" I 
them not to let Conflict appear. 


Further to this we have found oil our moll tampered with ond hove 
leornt of police entering record shops ond toking copies of our 
recordings away. However, since the clomp down we hove successfully 
monaged to appear under pseudonyms ot various venues oround the 
country and will continue to do so. We regord the bonning os purile 
and immaterial ond therefore wilt not adhere to the stale's 
restrictions. 


Lastly we would like to send love ond thonks to oil who ottended the 
gathering, to those thot couldn't ond the many that have shown so 
much overwhelming support over the" years, we now will fight on, ond 
we're sure you will too. Remember, whoever they vole for, we're 
ungovernable. 
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All our constant readers will realize,

4 . DOES-THE LANGUAGE PROBLEM 
v DIFFERENCES ? 

[Yes, but let us explain first the situation a bit: in the 
northern part of Belgium, Flanders (where we- live), one speaks 
[Dutch, in the southern part, Wallonia, the language is French. 

I The problems mostly appear on the borderline of these two *. 

parts where French speaking and Dutch speaking people live 
together. According to the Flemish people they don't have 
enough facilities, they say the Walloon people are privileged, 
and the Walloon people think the same about the Dutch speaking 
part. Every now and then things are getting out of hand and 
both groups (or the extreme ones of them) are fighting a 
little war then, mostly on Sunday, although that happened more 
_often in the past than it happens nowadays. 

Two or three years ago our government came into serious 
■ N 'P r °M ems because they couldn't handle the problem anymore. The 
mayor (French speaking) of a certain village was elected 
legally, but according to the law, he had to proove he could 
‘speak both languages, so he had to do an examination to proove 
he cpuld read and write Dutch but he refused it (as he was 
sure' to fail). So the national government fired him, but the 
mayor got elected again and refused again to do the 
examination, so the government fired him again. This scenario 
was repeated about ten times and in the end the government 
(send its resignation to the king. 

jThis language problem has to be explained historically. In the 
[past., the Flemish "bourgeois" spoke French, and also the 
[Flemish universities were French-spoken, as well as a lot of 
public authorities. That is really not so long ago, and the 
Flemish people had to fight for their rights. They now have 
their linguistic rights, but still a lot of people think the 
linguistic struggle isn't over, and on the other hand still a 
lot of French-speaking people see Flandres as a region where 
they have to be understood in French. That makes that a lot of 
Flemish people speak the two languages, but the Walloon people

[5. IS THERE MUCH COMMUNICATION BETWEEN "SCENE-"BANDS IN 
BELGIUM. OR DO PEOPLE ONLY CARE FOR THEIR OWN THING ? 

' / Yes, whe think there's a rather good communication between 
’'some bands in Belgium. Speaking for ourselves, we always have 
cooperated with bands in general (exchange of amplifiers on 
gigs, giving information based on our experience (records, 
gigs, ...), searching gigs for other bands, ...). In the past, 
we played almost always together with (amongst others) NO 
NUMBERS, SPONKY BUSINESS, before they splitted up, and more 
recently with VORTEX, with whom we made now a T-shirt 
together. But we must say that, due to the 
bands, and the metal -^invasion, as we 

communication nowadays is worser than it was 
we were not that much people in the past,_ we 
felt all part of a big thing, together we would change the 
world, we were in it together as they say. People from all 
over Belgium came to gigs, no matter where they were, 
everybody knew each other, now there are more local scenes, 
and there's created a distance between the younger audience 
-and the veterans (who generally don't like the (new) music 
..anymore), ..... .... 

6. IN SWITZERLAND THERE ARE SOME PEOPLE (NOT US !) SAYING THAT 
--YOU GOT PRIMITIVE LYRICS, WHAT DO YOU WANT TO SAY THESE PEOPLE ‘ 

(THEY REFUSED TO GO TO YOUR GIG AND AS FAR AS I'M CONCERNED 
ALSO REFUSED TO PLAY SONGS OF THE DIRTY SCUMS ON THE RADIO) ? 

We would like to say "fuck off" to these people. No, that’s a 
joke. We're not intolerant, although it can't be denied that 
such people are making the scene sick, gossip doesn't belong 
in our scene. It's disturbing that some of those people are 
having a rather important position e.g. in a radiostation, and 
that they can press on their personal opinion, which is 
defined by all sorts of subjective choices, to the audience. 

There aren't many punkprograms, so it isn’t necessary to 
select, you have to be objective. The same counts for people 
who organise gigs or distribute records, some bands are simply 
ignored for a false or hazy reason. But it is justified to 
refuse bands who are intolerant themselves. 

Then, concerning the primitive lyrics, it's simply sufficiant 
to read them because all our records are supplied with a lyric 
sheet, we have nothing to hide. Our lyrics talk about serious 
matters as well about light (primitive ?) subjects, although 
the last ones have the upper hand on the last album called THE 
BOOZE AND THE CHICKS, the lightness you can deduce a bit out 
of the title. Anyway, during our career, eight years now, we 
have shown where we are standing for, we have written quiet 
some so called serious lyrics (and we still do, but in a 
lesser degree), but it's a fact that the people who read them 
are already convinced of the fact that this world is rotten, 
and that there are a lot of things that can be changed. Those 
people for whom the lyrics are meant aren't reached because 
they don't like the music, it doesn't interest them because 
they don't agree with punx. Our lyrics are also written in 
almost faultless English, so it would also be unfair to call 
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Ithem primitive with regard to the grammar. 

The people you write about have thus no reason at all to say 
that our lyrics are primitive. They are free of course to corner 
to a gig or to stay away, but if you're responsable for a 
radioprogram, you have to be objective, we think. And for the 
sake of clearness; the album THE BOOZE AND THE CHICKS wasn't 
[released yet when we played in Switzerland. 

Lbo, maybe let's forget those people and devote us to more 
[interesting subjects. Jealousy is a well known phenomenon and 
[a real independent band that's active for longer than an 
[average punk/hardcore-band is enviable indeed, thank you. Next 
[question please. 

7. THE DIRTY SCUMS ARE AROUND SINCE 1981, WHY DO YOU STILL 
PLAY PUNK ROCK ? HOW DO PEOPLE REACT AT YOUR GIGS, I MEAN 

THERE'S THIS THING CALLED HARDCORE, DO THEY REACT ? 

Yes, and how ! It sometimes happens that there's not much 
reaction of course, but that happens to every band once in a 
while. The good reaction prooves there's still a need for 
ol'time punkrock. We ain't going to change our music because 
of the audience. Why we still play punkrock ? That's a 
question we never posed ourselves, but it's the music we can 

play the best, we love the most, we're good in, and maybe the 

most important is that it simply are punkrocksongs that come 
out of our instruments, and we can't tell our instruments to 
play something else ... . Our common love for punkrock doesn't 
mean we ignore other kinds of music, if we like a song or a 
band we listen to it. It's not because a certain kind of music 
doesn't fit in your world, you have to ignore it, that's 
narrowminded.

had yet an experience with a prostitute, but we think 
however it's a credible scenario i Some are shocked by the 
direct lyrics of the song (and by the way we dare, even in 
this subject, put some fun in it), but we thought that 
shocking was one of the basic principles of punk. Prostitution 
exists, and it's a pity that someting of such a value like sex 
sometimes has to be obtained on such an impersonal way, 
although for some people there's no other choice to have some 
sex, and for other people there's no other choice to earn 
their life but like that. 

So far for the lyrics. The song as a whole sounds maybe rather 
poppy, something we all like very much. We're glad it s your 
favourite song, it's one of our best (or it was one of our 
best at that time) and that's the reason why we put it on a 
single. The coincidence of the innocent sweet Voice of the 
girl and the rather dirty (!) words she sings, has someting 
very sexy. Also the coincidence of PIK's voice and the girl s 
is something special, as well as the innocence of a popsong 
and the lyrics who aren't innocent at all. And as this isn't 
enough; because the measure in which the song is written is 
every time interrupted, the song received that special hook.

!:Herbert:I am a social worker in a house

2 years old.All other things about me are too complicated to be discussed 
here. 

Rent-A-Zine ' is a library for fans and people who are interested in Zines. 
In my collection there are not only music-zines but also science-fiction, 
phantasy,comics,pbm(play by mail),and a lot of other stuff.Everybody is 
allowed to lend these zines for free(but "Lend-A-Zine" sounds worse and I 
did not like it)and has to pay only postage. 

P:WHAT MADE YOU START YOUR "RENT-A-ZINE" IDEA? 

H:Collecting zines.I had a lot of them after a short time.But only new ones 
I had no chance to get older Zines I heard a lot of.And then I thought that 
may happen not only to me.Some Zines exist only 50 to 80 times and after 1 
year it's impossible to get it.SOLD OUT.And then the idea was in my head: 
Keep all your zines and make it possible for others to read them.And it 
still is a part of fandom for me to do all the work for love. 

I 1 P ut a lot of money in buying zines but that is alright,it is just my 
goddamn hobby.And for all others they are for free. 

I only want people to postage and nothing else. 

IP:HOW DOES IT WORK(SOME EXPLANATIONS HOW PEOPLE CAN RENT-a-ZINE)? 

H:Oki,every January there is a list of all available zines.And May and 
I September there is a supplement with the zines of the last 4 months.Every 
zine gets a signature and is kept in a box.Whoever wants to read the Zine, 
remits a deposit to me(2.-DM every Zine),writes the zine and the signature 

and gets the zine for 4 weeks.After that time I get back the Zine and them 

being all right,I remit the money back less postage. 

People not having the list can try to lend a zine but then it is not sure 
I own it,but if I dofit is ok.Noone has to use my list! 

As I own every zin^ only once,it may happen that you have to wait for a 
zine,but that did not happen until now.And:take care of the Zines,please. 

P:WHAT IS A "GOOD" ZINE? 

H:A good zine?On one hand all zines that I like and on the other,all zines, 

I notice the editors fun with doing that Zine.The words or layout(I know 

a lot of layout-freaks,bah!)are not as important as the fun or the 
ambition behind. 

P:WHAT IS A "BAD" ZINE? 

H:Bad zines are zines produced without 
love.Some produce them as regular as 
la newspaper.And then love dies(mostly) 
and is substituted by sense of duty or 
something like that.Or some editors 
think it is necessary to produce at 
least 60 pages or coloured pictures. 

That does not mean all regular zines 
are bad,it's a matter of ambition as 
told above.

BERLIN (part D 

Hi, I'n- going to tell you 5 little bit about West Berlin. 

Unfortunatoly, I found that there is so much to say that I 
decided to divide my report into two parts, one about the 
music and one about politics, since each of them turned out 
very long, they will probably be printed separately. The one 
about music in this issue and the one about politics in the 
next. 

I’m aware that there is the possiblity that my report will be’ 
a bit outdated by the time you read it, since things have been 
changing very quickly lately. 

Well, I'm sorry to start out with the announcement that most 
(or all) of the well-known bands from Berlin have split up in 
1339. These include Vellocet, Squandered Message, Nick a Nuke 
and many others; these were the bands that symbolized that 
famous Berlin sound. Local bands have more or less disappeared 
from the national spotlights, although a new generation of 
younger bands are starting to take the place of the bands that 
they "grew up" with. Probably the best band at the moment are 
Charly's War who are a relatively young band. Their music 
goes into the direction of New York Hardcore. A lot of people 
call them straight edge, and I guess it's sorta correct. When 
they had their first gigs the sir-c/or would wear crosses on his 
hands, but he has dropped that, realizing that it is a bit 
childish. The other members of the band can also be consid«red 
straight, but only because they don’t drink or take drugs. 

Unlike a lot of U.S. bands they don't cry to force their opinion 
on anybody. They are very much into unity and a positive attitude 
And I don't think there is anything .wrong with that. Although 
they aren’t anything special musically, it is a real treat 
seeing them live; they have the energy of the better NY/HC bands 
and :heir concerts are always a blast! For anybody interested 
in them, they are going to be putting out a 7" very soon, so 
look out for it. Another young band is called Rancid Crowd and 
they have done a couple of gigs in the last couple of months 
and they seem to be pretty good. The music goes in .the direction ' 
of US Hardcore of the early 30i.es including some faster stuff nr, 
well. Just like Charly's War they don't have too much of a 
individual sound, but unfortunately their live shows have nothing 
new to offer either, so the balance between live show and music 
doesn’t really work in the way it does in Charly's War. But there 
is still room for improvement, so the future will tell if they 
have the potential to become a good band. 
























































Well, those were the younger binds that might become Berlin’s 
contribution to the West German hardcore scene. But there are 
of course still a couple of older bands around. The most famous 
of these is very likely to be Jingo Do Lunch, but I don't really 
want to calk about thorn, because they really don't have a 
connection to the alternative scene anymore. Rumour has it 
that they signed to a major label, although I can't say whether 
this is true or not. But what I do know is that they have 
increasingly been showing an attitude which is usually found 

in rocks tars and the like. It is of course not my right to judge 
them, but people who hang out with such prominent figures as 
Die Arzte and The Rainbirds really don't have any place in the 
hardcore scene. Anybody who has seen them on the tour with the 
Bad Brains will know what I mean. 

Well, anyway, Disaster Area are still around although they haven't 
been doing much lately, I heard that they plan to do some gigs 
around town and bring out a new Lp in the near future. Another 
band that might be of some interest are Happy Hour. They have 
been on tour with Verbal Abuse, so they should have a little 
bit more exposure. The band itself is made up of a great number 
of very prominent members. The singer is Dave Pollack, the main 
guy of the Destiny label and ex-Singer of No Allegiance. Other 
members were in various other Berlin hardcore bands, like 
Vollocet, Nick a Nuke, Inferno,etc. They have released a single 
on the- you^guessed it- Destiny label. Personally, I don’t like 
their music too much, because they play the type of rock-oriented 
hardcore that seems to be gaining extreme popularity among the 
hardcore scene lately. Nothing against playing other types of 
music, but they have a bit of a conventional attitude? drinking, 
having fun and so on) But besides chat, they are pretty nice 
people (once* you get to know them) . 

That"'s it about bands. I guess I should say that there are no 
openly political bands around, but this just reflects the German 
scene (as a whole. Just another word about other things 
that pertain to the hardcore scene. There are two main labels 
in Berlin/ namely ny lafee.1 and Bonzerr Rec. Thay both 

put out a rather interesting fixture between good local bands 
and American ones. Probably most famous fanzine from Berlin 

is Bonzen Fanzine. They have been taking ages putting out #9 
but they might actually succeed in 1990. There are other good 
sines but they seem to be rather inactive at the time(Just 
like Bonzen!) 


On the subjects of concerts, there seems to be some bad 
In the last couple of years there were four main places 
have good hardcore/punk concerts. But two of those(Blockshocki 
and Rauchhaus) have more or le^s been closed down. One by t.h«= 
authorities and the other by the inhabitants of the Rauchhaus^ 
which is die oldest squatted h^use in Berlin(first squatted 
in early 70ies). They have vot£d(being a collective) that they 
no longer want to have gigs because of the noise and the gaxbagej 
that results from Hardeore/PunJ' gigs. Well, unfortunately this 
decision has been enforced up to now, but hopefully these 
arrogant, lefties (what a disgrace no the alternative movement) 
will change their mind. 

Well, that is it. If anybody wants to contact me about bands, 
labels, fanzines, gig halls or record stores(I forget them!) 

An answer will be guaranteed.

PART 2 

Hi, there! Welcome to part two of the journey into Berlin s 
most exclusive, mysterious depths. This time around I will 
tell a little something about the political aspects of things 
here. Before I start, I want to say that I'm by no means an 
expert in this field. I'll probably neglect to mention tons 
of things which are going on, but which I’m not familiar with. 

So I hope that you will find some interest in the stuff I do 

know. Here we go : , _ . ^ 

Ever since the huge May Day riot in 19S9, things have been.rather 
quiet on West Berlin's front. I'm not quite sure, but it may 
be the lack of "big”(or should I say trendy) topics to moan abcut 
and have demos. The last "biggie" was the events that foliowea 
the "murder"(more or less) of an anti-fascist by the cops in 
West Germany. There was a relatively well-supported demo o 
the main street in Berlin. You could feel the hostility in the 
air and the cops were noticably nervous. It is rather rate that 
the actual target of a demonstration is also present, it is 
usually some far away problem like Nicaragua or the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund. Realizing this, the cops were ready tor 
a big riot and made a point to provoke aggressions wheretvur 
they could, to get it over with. It was probably the over¬ 
whelming cold wheather that stopped a major confrontation from 
happening, although large jceawenfcs the crowd woulan t nave 
minded a riot or two!

If you write such material, I would like you to submit it in clean double-spaced hard 
copy or in MS Word (for Macintosh) on 3.5-in. diskettes. Non-fiction pieces should, when 
necessary, cite sources and be otherwise defensible. The publication will be in special need of 
clean black and white line drawings for illustration purposes. Photographs can be used, but 
the first few issues will use low-end printing technology, so whatever graphics you submit 
better be high-contrast.
